2. This headquarters has established as part of its East and West

3. It is requested that the subject of the lecture reveal any in- 
formation possible pertaining to the development of CIA collection 
plans and the type of programs monitoring such collection plans. 
Techniques and procedures which have been developed by the CIA for 
training personnel in various Intelligence fields would also be 
appreciated. All personnel in attendance will possess a Final Secret 
clearance. 


4. A flight in an R5D type aircraft (DC4) leaving NAS Anacoatia at 
0900 on 30 July 1957 and returning at your pleasure can be readily 
arranged. Check in at NAS Anacostia operations about 0830 on 30 July 
where the plane captain will get in touch with you. This headquarters 
moves its Command Post to Marine Corps Air Station, Cherry Point on or 
about 19 July, and the Assistant Chief of Staff, 6-2, LtCol. L. H. 
CONNELL may be contacted there for any last minute adjustment of schedule. 

5. Transportation to El Toro can not be arranged at this time, however 
we will keep you informed of the progress of arrangements for your 
attendance at our West Coast maneuver.
